ing important circular establishing the 
n«ir dlMaification of wool aamplea: 

TnEAStTRT Dfpartment, I 

WAsiiiNuroN*, Keb. 21. I 
Paragraph .sr!» of (he act of Oct. 1, 1880, 

provides as follows. 
The standard samples of all wools 

which are now or may be lu rrafl t r (1i ;k) 

ited in the principal custom houses r>f the 
United States under the aufhoriiy froi-.i 
the secretary of the tri-asurs >*r,\\\ b;> the 
standards for the clas^iiicai ion of \M>ril-. 
under this act, and the x t-r^^ry of thr 
treasury shall havetlii" autJftrity to re- 
new the standards and to in.ike such uddi 
tions to them from time to lime as nmy ba 
required, and he shall ciuse to be d( jio.-s- 
ited like standards in other custom houseH 
of the United States when they may l><5 
needed. 

Paragraph 380 of said act provides that 
"whenever wools of class three shall have 
bean improved by the admixture of merino 
aClnglish blood from their present oharac- 
ter as represented by the standard samples 
now or hereafter to be deposited in the 
principal custom houses of the United 
States, such wools ahidl be classified for 
duty either as class one or as class two, as 
the case may be." 

In pursuance of the above provisions 
of law the department on or about tne 
14th of April, 1891, appointed the fol- 
lowing committee to aavise the depart- 
ment as to the propriety of adding to or 
renewing the standard wool saniplflB 
then in use: Mr. E. A. Greene of Phil- 
adelphia, chairman; Nicholas Manger 
of New York city, John T. Rich of 
Alba, Mich,, and John L. Hcfuston. 

In their final report, which is dat««d 
Feb. 15, 1893, the committee remark 
that the principle of claesificatian reo- 
oguize<l by them wa.s that of race sad 
blood only, and not that of use or adapt- 
ability, and they further state that, in 
their classification, it will be found 
that there are wools in tho first class 
f^nitable only for carpets andotheivin 
tiie tliird ( lass from which a flftr utiole 
of clothing could be made. 

Cabineta of the standard samples pre- 
pared by the committee will be fur- 
nished to the coUeoikira at all of the 
principal ports. 

The committee recommend that aam- 
ples of such wools as are lacking from 
the cabinets prepared by them should 
be procured and added to the oabinot; 
also that the customs examiners at the 
several ports should take samples of 
any wools not indnded in the standard 
samples and should advise the draart- 
ment whether such WOflla ihoiwl be 
added to the cabinet. 

The committee further recommend 
that in order to indicate the different 
classes, samples of noils shoitld be num- 
bered upwards from No. 1; first-claca 
wool from No. 101; second-class wool 
from No. 201 ; third-class from No. 801, 

The samples contained in the cabineta 
are numbered and are established v 
standards for comparison in the exam- 
ination and classification of wools, pur- 
suant to the provisions of the act of 
Oct. 1, 1890, entitled "An act to redooe 
the revenue and eciiialize duties im- 
ports, and for other purposes."

Toledo, Feb. 23.— The head men of 
all the heating and ventilating compa- 
nies in the country are here eiulravor- 
Ing to form a trust, but tliey can not 
agree. liostoii. Now York, Elmira, 
Troy, Philadelphia, Washington. Chi- 
cago, St. Paul, Denver, San Francisco, 
Cincinnati, Bloomington, Toronto and 
Toledo concerns are repreuented. 

The various concerns are at swords 
points. Some hold that the others liave 
stolen their patents, adverti.sing i(l(>as, 
etc., and the representatives will not 
come together, although tlioyhave been 
three da^rs trying to do so. They are 
divided into groups, meeting in different 
rooms and communicating with each 
other only in writing. One of the larg- 
est firms i!i tlie country, the Smead 
company, has withdrawn from the dis- 
cussion and its representative states 
that when the others agree on one thing 
or another his company will consider it. 
If it is to their liking, they will go into 
tiie trust; if it is not, they will remain 
out. The latter proceeding would break 
up the combination at the start. The 
Smead people hold the key to the situa- 
Uon. ■

A number of prominent persons were 
passengers on the express train, among 
them C'i'neTt;68men Dingley and Bel- 
knai>, ex-Piistuiastor General Frank 
Hatton, Senator Washburn, Major John 
M. Carson and U. P. Painter, wi'il 
known Wjishingtfm correspondents. 
All rendered what aid they could to the 
injtirod pa?'«'enger8, but no one w;is 
more energetic th:in ("ongressnian 
E. Helkimii of Michigan. He gnisjied 
the awful situation at once and did 
splendid service in rest'oing tho wouiul- 
ed and caring for thed<^ad, 

Mrs. Min/or's head was st'vert.d from 
her body an ■ left on the roadway. The 
very' sight o: it frightened peoi)le away, 
(^ongressmr. 1 liL'lknap tenderly picked 
it up and phiced it b}- the body. 

Several of iiose on th(> express tr^iin 
who had left Washington for New- 
York with t' e object of witnoKsing the 
American ft:ig on the steiun.ship New 
York were overcome by the distress- 
ing scenes and terrible suffering of the 
injured tlial they abandoned their tri; 
to New York and returned to the capi- 
tal. 

The train having the presidential 
party was delayed only a ."hort time u 
short distance below ths wreck and 
then proceeded to New York. 

The responsibility for the acciden 
seems to rest upon Engineer Thoina,- 
Jones of the express. Charles Rickus. 
the towemiau, says that lie had thu 
danger signal up for tho e.xpress to 
stop, but that it was ignored and the 
crash followed. Engineer Jones is one 
of the most experienced engineers or 
the road, oones was completely pros 
trated by the terrible results of the co» 
lision, and after rendering what aid he 
could in removing the dead and wound 
ed, be went to his home in this city, 
where he in now con lined to his bed. 
Jones could not be seen, but his wife 
said that her husband told her that he 
did iio.t see the danger signal displayed 
until he wa*i almost uj) to tho accom- 
modation train. He did everything iu 
his power to stop the train, but the 
heavy cars slipped on the icv tracks 
and the engine went throogh UM OST Of 
tho accouimo<lation. 

Little Edvard Mintzer, the 10-year- 
old son (if Mr. and Mrs. Mintzer, who 
were decapitated and insiiiutly killed, 
tolu at the universitv liospital, whitlicr 
he wfis taken after the collision, how he 
escaped uninjured: "Mama and I wero 
sitting aide by side in a seat and I^vaM 
ttdking to bar. Slio had a book, but 
she was not reading. It was lying in 
her lap. And then, all at once, the 
locomotive came through the window. 
And, wasn't it nice ? I was not a bit 
hurt. I fouad myself lying right out 
on the ground and mama and papa 
were nowhere^ be seon. I don't know 
where they are now, but I guess they'll 
be here pretty soon." 

The child had not been iuforvied of 
the awful fate of his paients, of which, 
happily. Jie had no suspicion.

Hoar, it was rcjul by Senator Mander- 
son of Nebraska, who holds the same 
ofBce. Mr. Manderson is a good elocu- 
tionist, and his reading had a close and 
respectful attention on the part of sen- 
ators and visitors 4n the galleries. 

There was little time wasted in fin- 
ishing up the sundry civil appropriation 
bill; after which the conference report 
on thf> armv appropriation bill was 
agreed to and the consular and diplo- 
matic appropriation bill was brbught 
before the senate. Before any progress 
was made on this bill the senate po- 
ceeded to the consideration of ezecucive 
bosiness. 

The first of what it is said will be a 
daily series of conflicts between the ap- 
propriation bills and the anti* options 
bill, until the latter is acted on, was the 
feature of yesterday's session of the 
house. Mr. Hatch had grown tired of 
the delay to which the anti-options bill 
was being anhjaoted to, and when it 
was moved to tak'e up the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill he antagonized the mo- 
tion wittt the measure of which he is 
champion. Being defeated, ho made 
the same fight, also unsuccessfully, 
when the postoffice bill was passed and 
the the Indian appropriations bill was 
called up. Memoers were thus put on 
record, and then the Indian question 
was discTUsed languidly for three hours.
